Policy Boole, 1983-84 (Yol, 11), on the above subject. 

2. It has been de ided that within the overall canalisation 
olicy l’or export of Niger Seeds through the NAFED, 
rivate parties will also be allowed to export Niger Seeds 
during 1983-84 as Associates of NAFED out in their own 
name against the quota ear-marked for them subject to the 
following conditions :— 

(i) Export will be allowed on lirst-como, first-served 
basis against contracts backed by 100 per cent 
irrevocable Letter of Credit, to be registered with 
NAFED. Applications received by NAFED on 
any particular day will have the same priority and 
allocation will be made on pro rata basis subject 
to availability of ceiling. 


(ii) The Service Charges to be levied by NAFED would 
be i per cent (half-a-per-cent) of the f.o.b. value. 

(in) After the quota has been allocated to Private Patties 
by me NAFED, export will be. permitted by the 
Port 'Licensing Authorities by making endorsement 
cm shipping bills. 

(iv) As soon as the quantity earmaikeci for private trade 
is exhausted the NAFED would stop registration of 
contracts/issuing further authorisation. 

(v) The N4FFD wall start receiving applications only 

15 dais after the date ol issue of this Public Notice, 

3. Export of Niger Seeds will be allowed subject to mini¬ 
mum export price of Rs. 8,500 per M.T. 

4. The NAFED would monitor the ceiling and ensure that 
export of Niger Seeds does not exceed the quantity ear¬ 
marked for private trade and the NAP'ED respectively. 

5. The NAFED will send a monthly statement showing 
the quantity allowed for shipment, name of the exporter, 
value and destination Lo the Department of Commerce (EP 
AGRI. Division) with a copy to the Director of Statistics 
of this office.
